Water  Supply*

The  water  supply  to  the  town  is  from  an  upland,  surface  source 
at  Crafnant  Lake  above  Trefriw  in  Caernarvonshire.  During  the  year 
a Scheme  of  improvement  of  the  intake  from  the  lake  was  carried  out 
and  completed  "by  the  Llanrwst  and  Trefriv/  Joint  Water  Committee. 

The  water  mains  from  the  lake  to  the  Break  Pressure  tank  at  Nant  Uchaf 
were  also  scraped  resulting  in  an  improved  supply  of  water.  The 
supply  to  all  parts  of  tiio  town  has  been  well  maintained  during  the 
year',  and  has  heen  satisfactory. 


Samples  of  water  taken  for  chemical  analysis  proved  satisfactory. 
There  is  no  trace  of  lead  in  the  watSr  vhich  has  a pH  value  of  6*7* 

Of  five  Samples  of  water  taken  for  bacterio logical  examination  three 
were  satisfactory. 


A chlorination  plant  is  in  process  of  installation. 

There  are  930  dwellings  in  the  urban  area,  with  a population  of 
2, 600,  The  majority  of  houses  are  supplied  with  water  direct  from 

the  public  mains.  Approximately  50  houses  are  supplied  by  stand 
pipes.  Hie  hamlet  of  Pentretafarnfedw,  with  approximately  12  houses, 
is  the  only  portion  of  the  area  not  supplied  from  the  public  mains. 
Water  is  obtained  from  springs  for  this  area. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

The  combined  system  of  sewerage  covers  most  of  the  district. 

The  sewers  and  manholes  are  flushed  and  cleaned  periodically. 

Scavenging  and  Refuse  Disposal, 

House  refuse  is  collected  by  the  Council's  refuse  lorry.  A 
weekly  collection  is  maun  tod  nod  throughout  the  area.  The  lorry  is 
of  the  modern,  low  loading,  metal  covered  type. 

Disposal  of  the  refuse  is  carried  out  on  low-lying  ground  at 
Plas-yn-dre,  ground  vhich  is  subject  to  flooding  on  occasions.  All 
refuse  is  covered  with  soil. 

Salvage  of  waste  paper  and  other  materials  is  carried  out  and 
this  brings  in  considerable  revenue  to  the  Council. 

Housing.  ; 

Nine  new  Council  houses  were  completed  and  let  during  the  year. 
These  houses  are  the  first  lettings  of  the  52  houses  now  being  built 
at  Cae*r  Felin  Estate.  No  houses  were  built  by  private  enterprise. 

Public  Conveniences. 


No  alterations  to  the  existing  conveniences  have  been  carried 
out  during  1948*  All  conveniences  are  fitted  with  efficient  flushing 
arrangements,  and  arc  swilled  and  cleansed  daily  with  disinfectant. 

The  Council  have  also  approved  of  plans  of  converting  the  basement  to 
the  old  Market  Kali  into  new  lavatories. 

Disinfect  ion. 


Six  premises  wore  disinfected  with  Formaline  Gas  following 
infectious  disease  and  other  diseases.  A quantity  of  bedding  was 
destroyed  on  request.  Other  bedding  being  treated  with  formaline 
gas  when  disinfection  of  the  infected  room  is  carried  out. 

Disinfestation. 

Four  premises  were  treated  for  bug  infestation.

Spdont  Control. 

Tho  Council  maintains  an  organisation  for  effective  rodent 
control.  The  public  sewers  were  treated  for  rat  infestation  twice 
during  the  year.  The  refuse  tip  also  receives  periodical  treatment. 
Business  premises  and  private  dwellings  were  also  treated,  and  charges 
made  against  the  owner  or  occupier. 

Smoke  Abatement , 

There  is  only  one  factory  in  the  area,  No - action  was 

necessary  during  the  year,  . 

Meat  and  Other  Foods. 

No  alaughtering  is  carried  out  in  the  district,  and  all  meet 
comes  from  Colwyn  Bay  Abattoir. 

Inspections  of  meat  and  fish  in  the  shops  is  carried  out. 

The  condition  of  meat  shops,  fishmongers  and  fried  fish  premises 
are  generally  of  a high  standard. 

Two  premises  are  registered  for  tho  manufacture  and  sale  of  ice- 
cream, and  throe  persons  are  registered  for  the  sale  of  ice-cream. 
Ice-cream  premises  and  methods  of  production  axe  periodically  inspect^ 

Jive  promises  are  registered  for  tho  preparation  of  preserved 
foods  etc. 

Milk  Supply. 

Cowsheds  in  the  area  wore  inspected  and  found  in  a fair  condition. 

There*  is  a large  new  C.W.S.  Dairy  in  the  town  which  serves  as  a 
milk  receiving  depot  to  the  surrounding  districts.  The  standard  of 
cleanliness  at  the  dairy  is  high.
